Toronto, Jan. 8— (CUP)— The res- 
olution that permanent internation- 
al peace cannot be achieved under 
the capitalistic sj-stem was upheld 
by a majority of three votes at the 
session of the' Interfaculty Debat- 
. ing Union held in Alunuiae Hall, 
Victoria College, last night 
• The first spealter for the affirma- 
tive, Guy Mathurin, U St. AUke's, 
stated that since profit motives pre- 
dominate, and since war requires 
monicy, capital will not be advanc- 
ed unless there is prcifit to be !de- 
rlvcd. Hence capitalism will nur- 
ture war. . 

Harry Hodder, III Vic, spealcing 
for the negative, contended that 
there was no basis for associating 
the tendencies for war such as war 
profiteering, expansion and im- 
periallBm, and protectivism with 
capitalism. War was caused not by 
these with capital but these without 

Stating that insecurity grew under 
capitalistic system, June Wrong,. 11 
U.C., added that this made for clsss 
conflicts which in turn lead to na- 
tional and International strife. >. 

Barbara Hood, HI St Mike's, drew 
an analogy between the capitalistlé 
system and the world commiinliy. 
She said that the characteristics .of 
both are compatible.

Toronto Students 
Hear M. Faucher 

Causes of Disunity 
Subject of Talk to 
U. of T. French Club 

Toronto, Jan. 9. — (CUP) — The 
main difficulties in Canadian socia. 
relations are determined by the 
peculiar geographic and economic 
situations existing in this country, 
said M. Faucher, addressing the 
University College French Club 
last evening on "The Social Prob 
Icms of Canada." 

Commenting on the social prob 
lems, M^riuchery-iald that the fact 
that there Is ' no continuous stretch 
of agricultural land in Canada as 
in the - United States, has concen 
trated certain types of industry, Jn 
small areas. 

Because Canadain unity is hin 
dercd in this way, there are five 
geographical Canadas, the Marl- 
times, Qiiebec, Ontario, the Prair- 
les, and British Columbia, he said. 
The multiplicity of points of view 
is shown by the strong national 
ism of French Canada. M. Faucher 
stressed the real difficulties 'which 
binder Canadian unity, and said 
that the solution to the problem 
rests with the youth of Canada. 
French and English Canadians can 
Uve" together In harmony without 
losing their originality, he stated. 

The social part of the. evening 
commenced with the singing of 
Trench Christmas carols, followed 
by games and contests. The mee 
ing closed with refreshments and 
dancing.

Dr. Pall added that 
many problems that, seem to 
require trial-'and-error methods 
for their solution fall easily 
before the proper type of 
analysis.

With Mexicans 

Both Groups To Take 
Cultural Courses 
In Visiting Countries 

The second group of Quebec stu- 
dents to leave Canada for cultural 
courses at the University of Mexico 
will board a bus.here on January 
18 and are expected to arrivé In 
Mexico City on January 28, Ernesto 
Martinez Trejo, Mexican Consul- 
General said yesterday. The stu- 
dents, mostly from Laval Univer- 
sity, Quebec City, will be augment- 
ed by about six from McGill Uni- 
versity and the University of Mont- 
real. The first group went to Mexico 
last August. 

Before leaving the city the 
group, about 40 in number, will be 
tendered a reception in the Wind- 
sor Hotel by the consul-general 
and his staff and by the Intcr- 
Amcrican Association on January 
17. They will remain in Mexico 
about three months.- 

Mr. Trejo said that another group 
of Mexican students will leave 
Mexico City about the same time 
and will arrive In Montreal about 
the end of January.

N.Y. Times Correspondent 
Addresses Canadian Cluh 



Percy J. Philip, foreign corres- 
pondent of the New York- Times, 
put forward two unusual' sugges- 
tions as to the future treatment 'of 
Germany, in an address yesterday 
to the Canadian Club of Montreal 
at the Windsor Hotel. The war he 
declared was in essence between 
those who sought to govern by per- 
sonal authority, and those who 
sought to preserve the old Anglo- 
Saxon principle that the people 
cannot be commanded. 

He suggested that it anything 
was to be imposed-on the Germans 
it should be habeas corpus, which 
was the foundation of all liberty. 
He also suggested the abolition of 
conscription in Germany, believing 
that other nations would also do 
this when the vrax was oiver. 

"We English-speaking peoplé nil 
agree that habeas corpus Is the 
ultimate denial of .the totalitatian 
principle of the right of the State 
to order men to do things," he said. 
"We would be giving the German 
people the law and right which Is 
the foundation of all our Ilbetiies." 

"For our own sakes," he con- 
tinued, "we must return to that 
old conception of law, that govern- 
ment of the people must be by the 
people themselves, and by impos- 
ing it on the Germans v^e . niight 
give even to these dumb obedient 
people come glimmering ' npUon, 
which would develop in time, that 
they'bave souls- of -r their own and 



that the State is not everything." 

Pointing out that conscription :in 
its modem form was invented by 
the French revolutionaries in the 
name of the people, and comment- 
ing that It was oflcrf that way 
that the suppression of liberty 
began, Mr. Philip continued: "Con- 
scription is contrary to the whole 
British conception and tradition, 
and although the British people 
have now, twice in their recent 
history, consented to it, in mo 
ments of grave national danger, 
and done a good Job of It. I am 
certain that they wlU refuse, when 
the danger Is past, to continue a 
system which in their mind, gives 
too much power, even to a good 
government. The Americans^ 1 am 
sure, will, do the same. But we 
must do more than that it we are 
to free the world from the dangers 
of another mass slaughter of its 
manhood. We must suppress the 
evil of conscription everywhere, as 
we suppressed slavery— for in the 
German form ' that Ja what It 
amounted to. 

"If we could give the Germans 
habeas corpus, and suppress obli- 
gatory army service, we would be 
giving tliem a chance to acquire 
liberty, if- they have the wit to 
take it, and to behave as men 
and not as robots. When they 
live In countries where they have 
these freedoms they have shown'

, Kingston, Jan. 8— (CUP)— The 
arta'faculty of Queqn's Univer- 
sity announced today entrance 
requirements for civilian stu- 
dents are being raised but that 
the new regulations will not ef- 
fect former servicemen. 
';For next September's term, 
civilians seeking admission to 
an arts course must have their 
junior matriculation in two lan- 
guages as well as English or 
senior matriculation in English 
plus three or four other sub- 
jects. Students entering with 
only four subjects must hold at 
least third class honors in three 
I subjects.

A plan for colonial trusteeship, 

aimed at ensuring the welfare of 
non-self governing peoples, was ad- 
vanced yesterday by the commis 
slon to study the organization of 
peace. 

Tbe plan includes a declaration 
of United Nations principles sup- 
ported by regional commissions and 
a permanent trusteeship council 
and is offered, it was emphasized, 
not as a final text but as an outline 
covering an area lcft-undecided at 
Dumbarton Oaks. 

Salient features of the proposal 
were explained at a press confer- 
ence at the commission offices in 
New York by Dr. Junes, T. Shot 
well, commission chairman, and 
Clark M. Eichelberger,' the com 
mission's national director.

The JoUowing story, turitteii bv 
Emily Broiite, appeared recendV 
in the "itfpuntaineèr," Mountain 
Junior Collette, Pouitney, Vermont.

Amid the blood-curdling 
screams of many mystic char- 
acters, and various rather weird 
costumes I entered togethe'r 
with the faculty,, who, for some 
reason orJ bthcr,i were branded 
with a ''G.M." >Yhich undoubt- 
edly means "Grand Magistrate." 
As we were rather unceremoni- 
ously blindfolded and told to 
walk up the stairs, I felt no 
stairs at all, only fabric under 
my feet, and when I reached 
the top and bravely called for 
my companions, I heard only a 
horrible scream of "No, no, 
please, you are killing me," then 
silence— and I was alone.

A Student's Viewpoint 



Although the position of students during 
Mrar'timë ha3 bèen made definite by the Na- 
tional Selective Service Regulations, and by the 
Canadian Government's expression of the value 
of the courses in the humanities, the editorial 
reprinted from The Montreal Gazette in yester- 
day's Daily, would indicate that the publie is 
still dubious in their acceptance of students in 
war-time. 

Only last month Mackeniie King received a 
vott of confidence with regard to the policy of 
limited conscription. If thelpebple.^of Canada 
feel that total conscription is unnecessary, then 
the college student, pursuing what to him and 
to the Canadian Government, appears an essen- 
tial course for the future welfare of our country, 
is even more justified in his position. 

Of a total of over three thousand students 
registered st McGill, only 725 arc students in 
what mdy* be' considered unessential courses' in 
thé university, those of Arts, Commerce and 
l<»w. Of these students, over sixty per cent, 
are women, and of the remaining male students, 
many are physically unfit for service overseas. 
Thijs is the result of the regulations which the 
Gatette editorial stated as permitting students 
"provided they are able to meet certain acad- 
' emio requirements ... to continue their studies 
almost as if their country were at peace." That 
is to say, that under the present regulations, less 

■ ih#n twenty-rfivc per cent, of the student body 
àre taking unessential courses at McGill, and 

■ of thepe approximately 200 students or about 
6% of the total registered body, are eligible for 
«jlitary pervice. This percentage is leis than 
the percentage of "zombies" and "draft-dodgers" 
in the country in càmparjpon to its total màni 
pow»r. 

Criticism of the student; of Canada ip aUo 
mftde by the Gazette editorial on the basis of 
comparison with England. That the increase of 
manpower from. Canadian univcrisities, which 
would hqrdly total three complete companies, 
should be compared with the increase in Eng< 
laiid, where there are several times the number 
of universities as in Canada, and where several 
of the wniversities had a pre-war registration 
•approximating that of the total university regis- 
tration in this country, is ridiculous. The in- 
cirèiiiè of thanpower which would be obtained by 
more severe restrictions on the universities 
•would not make up for the loss which would 
be luffered in thd immediate post-war era aris- 
ing from a lack of sufficient trained personne 
là the fields of économies, sociology, history, 
•»id langiiages. The war will be concluded 
.within the succeeding two years, according to 
thfc modest eitimatep of our leading statesmen 
To diànipi Siildents who will be able to carry 
out the post-war rehabilitation plans at ibis time 
thei), would be a grave error on thé part of our 
gôVerAmèht, and the gpverrinieht itself ^eems 
fully aware of this, which accounts for the fact 
that a limited number .^of,, students of ability 
avè .still permitted tà tàké' thU côtirse. 

Thé idèa that thé students of today are play- 
boy! and draft-dodgers has long been eradicated 
from ti^e minds of the public and of thft parsons 
wl» ara irnpiediately associated with these atU' 
d«nta in the professional fields. Not oply has the 
Nationiil Selective Service Regulations limited 
the atudenta to those who are making a sincérè 
effort towards the development of our country, 
but the students themselves arè faced upon en- 
trance to the univèrsity with the decision of 
joiping up along with their fellow high-school 
ehums, or of entering a university which insists 
ftiidy^ ik the' foretnost àità of their en'

Why Study MalHematici ? 

Any field of knowledge has Its inner and outer 
aspecla.' The inner aspect la theory, while the outer 
it theory at work. The aspect of mathematics which 
attracts attention is naturally the outer. Spectacular 
developments in cosmogony have lost the headlines 
for the present, but the "weeklies" have made Can 
ada and the U.S. conscious of the mathematical bases 
of aerial navigation, radio-location, meteorology and 
to on. la mathematics merely a servant of the tel 
ences? Even if that were all, it would be a supremely 
useful function, for as Field Marshal Smuts puts it. 
science is "the proudest product of the human reason, 
the greatest instrument of human progress, the voice 
of Cod to our day and generation." 

If a student elecU to study engineering, medicine, 
agriculture, physics or chemistry, then he or she will 
ot necessity take mathematics. Concepts and prin- 
ciples arc Uicre which arc necessary to the learning 
ot the sciences. The cngii^cer must know the trig- 
onometric functions, the method of co-ordinates, the 
derivative and the integral, the vector and the com- 
plex number, and so on. Likewlta jn agriculture 
wlilch Is applied biology and chemlttry, some appre. 
dation of tt\i method of statistict Is, to say th* least, 
advitable. Medicine, also, it biology «nd physics 
and chemlMry applied to human life. Here again 
n^atttematlcai concept* and processes are needed. 

Tjté development of mathematics has always beèn 
in association with tha tejencei,' and this it ture to 
continue. The mathètnatict of one generation, in so 
far as It proved useful in men's continual struggle 
to understand and control his environment, became 
the familiar tool of the next generation. Thus the

No longer is the 
university the center for the pastimes of the 
wealthy class as the careless reader might infer 
from the Gazette editorial. It has been affected 
by the war in that every student realizes that 
university is not a means of escapè, btit rathér 
means through which he can develop a method 
of reorgfinizing the économio and social con 
ditions to promote progress both in CanM^ and 
the world as a whole. 

The average university student, faced with 
the problem of loyalty to hit couplry »nd 
loyalty to his ideals, suffers a severe psycjiftf 
logical dilèmtna. Should he postpone what he 
«Idjuiders his essential duty for thé welfare not 
only of himself, but of his country, to enter a 
war w|>ich may permiincnlly prevent him from 
rendering that service to hia country? The argu- 
ment that hé is privileged to choose between 
the two because of the financial position of his 
family is refuted by thé fact that over fifty 
per cailt. of the utiiversity students in' Canada 
tûdÀy ara ptitting theinselves through college. 

Too little has been said by the at\id«nt hiio> 
self of his position during the war. This may 
be a result of the fact that he is continually 
aw'afe of the struggle bétwéen his own convic- 
tions and tliè attitude of the general publir. 
It is only wiicn the public will accept the stu- 
dent's position, as essential for the future eecui- 
ity and progress of our country that the student 
will be enabled ' to act iinhàmpèréd by any 
iwàrçlioloçièàl éonf||ot i^tbin himself. " .

Astronomy 
For Everybody

THE SOLAR SYSTEM 

If you were to look up at the sky diameter of 3,000 miles, to giant 



each night and notice the positions 
ot the stars, you would soon note 
that, while most of them remain in 
fixed positions relative to each 
other, 8 few tiny specks of light 
change their locations and move 
slowly across the hcavéns past the 
other celestial objects. These are 
the planets (so-called from the 
Greek word for wanderer) and 
they, together with the Earth and 
the Sun, make up what is known 
as the solar syttèm. i . 

There are nine known planets, 
including the earth we live in, and 
they are close together compared 
with the vast distances between the 
stars. Of the eight planets in the 
heavens, five are usually visible to 
the naked eye; the other three can 
be seen only with a telescope. 

The planet!;, though all members 
ot one family and having a com- 
mon origin, show great physical 
differences. They range in size 
from Mercury, the smallest with a 



Jupiter, whose great bulk Is 87,000 
miles in diameter. Their densities 
range from 0.7 times that of water 
like Saturn, to S.S times water like 
Earth. Tho surface gravities vary 
too. A man who can Jump six feet 
high on Earth would soar to a 
height of 20 feet on Mercury. He 
would, however, win no chsmpion- 
thipt on Jupiter, where the great 
tug of gravity would restrict him 
to twenty-eight inches. 

There have been many theories 
to account for the creation of the 
solar system. The modern theory 
(which explains why the planeu 
are of different sizes and why they 
rotate in orbits about the tun) is 
caUed^^Uiejjjcotmlc^encounter, or 
coUliion.^'théoryi'^êcbrding to this 
hypothesis, the tun' once wandered 
alone in the vast reaches ot space. 
In its chance wanderings, it ap- 
proached another star. The two 
gigantic globes ot flaming matter 
éxterted great pulls on each other

BEHIND THE POUSH-SOVnST 

BREAK 

When the Soviet Unlbn was 
drawn into the war and' ipto facto 
became an ally ot Poland a treaty 
was signed formally arranging to 

postpone all boundary issues until 
after the war. Tha. agreement was 
broken by Gen. SikorskI in De- 
cember, 1942. This was made the 
occasion for a rancourout anti- 
soviet campaign, disruptive fo allied 
unity by Polish reactionary circles 
in England and their friends In 
other countries. 

The anti-Soviet forces in our 
country have never abandoned the 
disastrous and discredited policy 
that culminated at Munich. They 
include all those elements whose 
hatred of Soviet Russia Is greater 
than their hatred for fascism. These 
circles are willing to prolong the 
war indefinitely, in the hope that 
Hitler wilt bleed the U.S.SR. to 
death. We must be vigilant in 
identifying these disruptive forces 
in our midst and deprive Uiem of 
their influence and power by build- 
ing an indestrucible unity with our 
allies which is essential for victory 
over the Axis and for the estab- 
lishment of an enduring peace. 

In 1771-92-95 Poland was divided 
among Rutsia, Prussia and Austria. 
The Prussians and Auatriant made 
systematic attempts to denation- 
alise the Polish provinces. But not 
only were the Polish landlords not 
dispossessed of their estates in Rus» 
tian hM Poland, but they^wara 
permitted .to hoM en te theirs vaiUy. 



larger ettatet in White Rustia and 
the Ukraine and to exploit milliont 
ot "liberated" White Russian and 
Ukrainian peasants. To this day the 
obstinacy of the Polish Government 
on the question 6t Eastern Poland 
it primarily basedjjipon^the disin- 
clination of the Polish Ruling class, 
chiefly East Polish landlords, to 
surrender the right to exploit these 
Russian peasants. 

Poland Reborn 

After a century and a quarter of 
political eclipse Poland 'was reborn 
at Versailles. One ot Wilson's four 
teen points stipulated that "The 
Polish State shall include territories 
Inhabited indesputably by Pole.';.' 
The Curzon line was the ethno- 
graphic boundary recognized at 
Versailles. 

But the Poles were not tatltfied. 
Piltudtkl believed that Poland had 
to have a large territory and it was 
easier to get this territory at the 
expense of Russia than of Germany 
because Piisudski's grandiose am- 
bitiona fitted in with Clemenceau's 
scheme for a Cordon Sanitaire to 
hem in and ultimately strangle the 
Soviet Union. 

Exhausted by fighting on a dozen 
fronta the Soviet State signed the 
Treaty of Riga. The Encylopedia 
Brittannica says "On March 18th 
1921, a treaty • was figned on termt 
favorable to Poland which placed 
tome few milion Russians under 
the Polish flag (exclusive of an 
other four million in East Galicia 
which^-wm^^^eluded ^ In^this 
^nÎP»BaïFottr^^5 



as they passed. The other star rais- 
ed great tides on the sun, Jutt as 
the moon docs on the Earth's 
oceans. Finally it pulled a great 
chunk of the Sun's material right 
oft the surface and tried to drag 
this molten mass away with it. The 
Sun's gravity was strong enough to 
prevent the matter being entirely 
taken away, but it could not drag 
it back. As a result, the gas became 
stretched to a cigar shaped filament 
which rotated about the Sun. "Hia 
filament broke into pieces which 
cooled 'and solidified into the 
planets.

|Complex number, Involving fiie square root of minus 
me, seemed sixty years ago to be about as useless 

a concept as could well 1» imagined. Now the elec> 
trical engineer manipulates these numbers as freely 
as he docs a slide rule. 

But mathematics has its inner aspect, a realm 
with its own Great Charter of autonomous thinking. 
Its frontiers are ever changing and new territories 
are conquered yearly. Mathematical research during 
the past three hundred years has been continuous 
and has grown steadily in volume. By its nature, 
like the sciences, there is no end to it. Incldentnlly, 
at present, the two leading countries in mathematical 
creation' are the , United States and Soviet Russia, 
France and Germany , having lost their r former pre* 
eminence. 

Mathematics is part of the rich treasure which 
Europe has given to the world. The stone monuments 
of Britain, France, Germany and Italy may be bomb* 
cd into rubble, yet in the travail of the centuries, 
these' countries have given to the world a spiritual 
heritage in art, science, music, literature and religion 
which bombs cannot destroy. Indeed, the supreme 
tragedy of Germany has been her dark, betrayal of 
that precious inheritance. 

Why study mathematics? Primarily because it is 
of the stuff out of which the enduring qualiUes of 
the beginning world order must be fashioned.— A 
statement by A. J. Cook In "Tlie Gateway'*. - .

transaction). Again as at Brest 
Litovsk the Soviet Government 
paid a heavy price for peace." 

Next to suffer the same fate was 
Vilna, the capitol of Lithuania. 
Contrary to the wishes of the 
Lieague of Nations the Polish-Gen- 
eral' Zeligowski seized the Vilna 
district. 

. Hère is a nation which has suffer* 
ed the tragedy of national dissolu- 
tion, the bitterness of racial reli- 
gions , and economic oppression. 
Suddenly after a century and a 
quarter of suffering it finds nation- 
hood handed back, to It But no 
sooner was partitioned Poland lib- 
erated than it started to seize the 
territory of its neighbors; no soon- 
er were the enslaved Poles eman- 
cipated than they began enslaving 
White Russians, Ukrainians and Li* 
thuanians; no sooner were the Pol- 
ish Catholics safe from religious 
persecution than they set about 
persecuting the millions of Jews 
and Greek Orthodox who were at 
their mercy. 

The ' Versailles TVeaty stipulated 
that "All Polish nationals shall en- 
Joy the same civil political rights 
without distinction to race, lan- 
guage, 'or religion"... etc-j etc. Po- 
land reluctantly signed the minori- 
ties treaty but proceeded to nullify 
it. 

One-third of the new Polish Em- 
pire was non'Pollsh (Encyclopedia 
Britannica). The Jewish minority 
was subjected to pogroms, mass 
murders '. and boycotts. Cardinal 
Hlond declared "One does well to 
prefer one's own kind in Commerc- 
ial Relations, and avoid Jewish 
stores.' Cplonel . Wenda said "The 



Jews are an element of weakness in 
the country". (Strongly reminiscent 
of Hitler), . 

It is difficult to suppress the 
suspicion that the authors of similar 
statements who arc now in the Exile 
Government must have a sneaking 
admiration for the thorough job 
which Hitler is doing on the "Jew- 
ish Problem" in Poland. 

Ukraine Revolts 

In 1830 the Polish Ukraine broke 
but' in open revolt against the Pol- 
ish yoke.. The pacification reached 
such brutalities that the League of 
Nations was forced to take notice 
with a gentle reprimand. 

When the Soviet Union was ad- 
mitted to the League in 1934 Poland 
feared an investigation into its 
minority policies. The Polish 
Foreign minister Beck declared that 
Poland could no longer accept the 
League's supervision of its minor- 
ities. Thus Poland unilaterally 
abrogated the treaty that was the 
diplomatic precondition of its ex- 
istence. In 1938 Poland quit the 
League following Germany. Italy 
and Japan, 

Polish foreign policy was oriented 
almost exclusively on plans for dis- 
membering the Soviet Union. Hit- 
ler's avowed policy was the sub- 
jugation of all Slav peoples. Com- 
mon sense dictated on alliance with 
the Soviet. Instead Pilsudzki sign- 
ed a ten-year non^aggression pact 
which was In effect'^n^aUlance al- 
though It was attracted for less 
recrimination in certain circles than 
the Soviet-German non-aggression 
pact which was in effect an armed 
truce. " . 

Now comes a gem that srhacks of 
Pearl Harbour. In the final Munich 
crisis where the Czechoslovak peo- 
ple were debating resistance to the

Asserting that Americans and 
Englishmen .were in agreement 
that Ikw. is the custom and usage 
of a free people not commanded 
by anyone except possibly the 
people themselves, Mr. Philip said 
that though they might plan world 
security and" mliltary authority 
there would have to be a BUI of 
Rights establishing the freedom 
of every nation big and small in 
any big . power security plan, 
"Event\t^dly, whatever we plan 
and however, emotionally deter- 
mined we may now be to keep 
the Germans down, we shall 
be compelled by our own na 
turcs, our traditions and the laws 
of growth, to recognize the right 
to live of those eighty million 
German people, who have proved 
themselves such tough fighters, 
he said. > 

Mr. Philip based his address on 
the title "The English Drive on the 
Left,'« " and showed how "customs 
and law are far better guides than 
all the brilliant prescriptions of the 
brain trusters as to how men 
should behave." Outlining some of 
the "reforms" which Hitler would 
hâve 'Immediately imposed had he 
conquered England, he said, 
would immediately have ordered 
the British people to change their 
rule of the road end drive on the 
right, and Mr. Philip imsgined that 
one of the first things the resist 
ance movement would have done 
would have .been to give secret 
orders to' its adherents to keep on 
driving on the left so as to cause 
the^most confusion possible.

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Sir George Williams College, the 
purpose of the course being to pre 
pare students for entrance by the 
fall of 1945 Into any of the first 
year programs of McGlll or Sir 
George Wililamsi This course is de- 
signed to complete the last year of 
high school education, coverings a 
seven-month period, with examina- 
tions to be written during the lat- 
ter part of August 

Classes, meeting in the mornings 
and afternoons, will deal with Eng- 
lish literature, English composition, 
oral French, written French, geo- 
metric, algebra, physics, chemistry 
and history. Students may register 
for a msximum of seven subjects. 
If there is sufficient demand an- 
other modern language may be 
added to the list, college authorities 
announce. 

To qualify for entrance to either 
McGill or Sir George Williams 
College, students must, obtain 50 
per cent in each subject and an 
average of 60 per cent for all sub- 
jects. 

For those already qualified to 
enter college, first year courses will 
be available in the day division of 
the faculty of arts, science and 
commerce. Ex-service students will 
permitted to chose among several 
haU-term coiurses which begin on 
January 22 and continue until April 
26 or they may-enter the second 
half of certain approved full-term 
courses already in session, obtain- 
ing a full credit for these latter 
courses by taking the first half of 
the course in the summer term 1945 
or the fall term 1945-46, ,
